Soho was at a near-standstil!

walking around the gloomy 
alleys after dark, 


Gay Places 


It ts not so diferent there l- 
day, except that this “nol 
exactly nice’ form of enter- 
tainment ba considered “Just one 
of those things” In’ this advances 
and enlightened world of ours. 


The night clubs are still these, 
but many of the gay places of 
Md are now “near beer" clubs 
where the poor patron is taken 
for o Nnancial ride to the ad- 
sompaniment of tinny music, 
strident women and watered 
down beer at fantastic prices, 


The financial clement — hos 
entered Into the fun-making, 
and fun-moaking is not donc 
with the sreme gay abandon as it 
was In the past. These “not 
very nice” things of Victoria's 
time are too much the everyday 
thing of the atomic age.

Thus, afler nbout two months 
of reporting to the coal yard: ot 
6 am, on three days a week, 
and after perhaps one six-hour 
stretch administering the list, 
the customer’s serial number 
will come to the top and he will 
receive coal. 

In spite of the tine wasted 
in this manner, some jobless 
men put their names down on a 
list at three or four different 
goal merchants so that when 
they oventually get coal they 
can sefl what they do not need 
ct a handsome profit on the 
black murket.
